Consultants of the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, and a 
county water authority Thursday briefed 
Vandenberg Village residents on the 
current water scene 
And if the sponsoring Vandenberg 
Village Association has its way the ex­ 
perts will be asked to return, maybe next 
week. Tlie reason? It rained all day 
Thursday and into the night. 
In the words of Stanley C. Hatch, legal 
counsel for the district: "Every time we 
come to Lompoc, it rains 
But the drought was on everyone's 
mind over and above quality and price 
and the rain of the moment. 
"If we could trade each recent new­ 
spaper article chronicling the great 
California water drought for a gallon of 
water, we could fill the Santa Ynez River 
from bank to bank,” Hatch said and then, 
noted. "Droughts have one good aspect: 
They make people appreciate the water 
planning of the last generation and en­ 
courage them to think about the 
* problems of the future.” 
Hatch was accompanied by Thomas M. 
Stetson, engineer consultant for the 
water district, and Charles Lawrance, 
engineer-manager of the Santa Barbara 
County Water Agency. 


On hand also were all five district 
directors: William Laranjo, Richard 
Henning. Joe Foss. Henry Dettamanti 
and Virgil Phelps; and the district’s 
secretary. Boyd Bettencourt 
John Sherman, association president. 


prefaced his introduction of the speakers 
with the declaration that drinking water 
in the Village "tastes terrible, is expen­ 
sive. and soon it’ll be expensive to get rid 
of.” 
Vandenberg Village is served by Park 
Water Company The latter part of Sher­ 
man's declaration was believed to be a 
reference te the imminent increase in 
sewer service charges for Village 
homeowners. 
What did Hatch have to say in his 
briefing? He said many of the things he 
said a year ago when he visited the area 
for the same purpose On April 13. 1976, 
Hatch said everyone takes water for 
granted "only when mud comes out of a 
tap or a long extended period of extreme­ 
ly dry weather occurs without rainfall 
that the average man in the street begins 
to talk in earnest about water planning.” 
Last night. Hatch cut those remarks 
and substituted the remarks about the 
extensive newspaper coverage of the 
drought 
Last year and again last night. Hatch 
outlined the heavy dependence of the 
south county on Santa Ynez River water 
and again last night warned that the 
legal and historic rights of areas 
downstream from Cachuma and Brad­ 
bury Dam. have precedence over the de­ 
mands of the south coast. He referred to 
Santa Ynez and Lompoc valleys and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
Earlier. Hatch told several listeners, 
privately "things don't move very fast in 
the water business.” 
Still u ncertain. Hatch told his 
audience, is "a determination of the 
Cuban negotiations 
under way in N.Y. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 16-year 
chill in relations between Cuba and the 
United States appears to be warming a 
bit with the disclosure that direct U S 
negotiations with Fidel Castro’s regime 
are going on in New York. 
This initial step toward eventual nor­ 
malization of relations with Cuba in­ 
volves talks on offshore fishing limits It 
is the first direct contact of top officials 
from both countries since diplomatic 
relations were cut in January 1961 
The long political and ideological U.S.- 
Cuban struggle reached its climax later 
that year with the unsuccessful CIA- 
sponsored Bay of Pigs’ invasion. The 
Cuban missile crisis came a year later 
The talks, disclosed Thursday by the 
State Department, are the second Carter 
administration gesture toward Cuba in 
less than a week On March 18. Carter 
ended the 16-year travel ban for 
Americans going to Cuba, Cambodia, 
Vietnam and North Korea 
Switzerland has been representing 
U S interests in Havana since the 1961 
break. The Swiss are understood to have 
helped arrange the current direct 
negotiations. 
The U.S. delegation to the talks in New 
York is headed by Terence A Todman, 
confirmed Wednesday by the Senate as

the new assistant secretary of state for 
inter-American affairs. 
The Cuban delegation, according to the 
State Department, is headed by Deputy 
Foreign Minister Pelegrin Torra The 
State Department, which refused to 
divulge the location of the meeting, said 
the talks will last more than a week and 
added: 
"The governments of Cuba and the 
United States initiated today (Thursday) 
in New York negotiations aimed at 
regulating questions concerning fisher­ 
ies and maritime boundaries resulting 
from the promulgation of laws on these 
matters by both parties.” 


Both the United States and Cuba ex­ 
tended their fishing zone to 200 miles on 
March 1. The two countries are separat­ 
ed by only 90 miles of ocean. 


The administration has expressed a 
willingness to negotiate with Cuba — 
without any preconditions — on such is­ 
sues as the fishing limits and possibly 
also a renewal of the anti-hijacking 
agreement renounced by Castro last fall. 


Plans for a baseball game in Cuba 
between an American major league 
team and a Cuban club fell through when 
no agreement could be reached on who 
should travel to Cuba - an All-Star team 
or the New York Yankees But other in­ 
itiatives in that area are proceeding.

amount of water, if any. that can 
feasibly be developed from wastewater 
reclamation and an evaluation of how 
much of that water could be effectively 
used.” (Later Stetson was to dwell at 
some length on the need of the state to 
clarify its own position on the use of 
wastewater. In many areas, he said, 
treated wastewater had been used effec­ 
tively for irrigation purposes on some 
crops). 
Hatch dug into one of the major con­ 
siderations being contemplated by all 
those interested in water affairs, con­ 
junctive use. 
"Another area to be looked at is the 
determination of the degree to which 
groundwater basins in the county could 
be overdrafted on an interim basis,” 
Hatch said The concept is a basic part of 
conjunctive use proposals. 
“ Another item to be determined.” he 
continued, "is the amount of additional 
water, if any, which might be diverted 
from the Santa Ynez River for use in the 
south coast area. This particular study 
involves, primarily, the concept of con­ 
junctive use of groundwater basins with 
surface reservoirs on the Santa Ynez 
River. It involves the concept of taking 
more water from surface reservoirs and 
taking less water from the underground 
reservoirs, allowing them to build up 
during wet periods In dry years, as the 
surface reservoirs drop, water demands 
would be met from the underground 
reservoirs and less use of the surface 
reservoirs would result.” 
But, Hatch warned: "The position of 
the Santa Ynez District has been, that 
although it favors conservation and 
utilization of such water supplies, it 
would not support such an activity until 
it can be conclusively confirmed that it 
would have no adverse impact on water 
quantity and quality to meet the needs of 
the Santa Ynez River watershed.” 
Studies and reports are upcoming on 
the question. Hatch said. 
His presentation was a primer, on the 
current water scene, carefully reflecting 
the opposing forces of the Santa Ynez 
River watershed and the south county; 
local supplies and state water programs; 
the potential delivery of state water and 
the ability of users to pay the freight. 
Hatch outlined the role of the Water 
Agency in studying alternative water 
sources and noted that Jan. 1, 1979 was 
the state imposed deadline for final com­ 
mitment by the county for delivery of 
state water. 
Hatch deferred to Lawrance, noting 
that the water agency chief, "knows 
where all the bod;«s are buried in the 
county water business.” 
\ 
Lawrance spoke briefly on the effort 
by the agency to bring all aspects of the 
water problem into focus, and then dwelt 
at some length on the state water 
program and its history. Later in 
response to a question, he said, "the 
Lompoc Project is completely dead, 
primarily because of the cost of the 
project,” 
Later, Stetson discussed the water sup­ 
plies underground at the Village and 
declared: "The long term supply and 
long-ternf use in the area seem to be 
balancing out.” Then he noted that there 
is "a slight overdraft in the Lompoc 
plain.” 
Stetson spoke of Lompoc Water Com­ 
missioner Ed Rodgers’ proposal for a 
ground settling system on the river to 
capture some of the flood flows Stetson 
said the district and the City of Lompoc 
are proceeding to apply for the right to 
capture the flood flows. 


No controls 
planned 
by Carter 


WASHINGTON -(U P I) - President 
Carter has no plans to include wage- 
price controls in the "very strong” anti­ 
inflation package he intends to announce 
in a couple of weeks, his chief 
spokesman said today. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said part of the program would 
deal with actions the government might 
take to reduce its own impact on infla­ 
tion 
Carter, he said, will urge greater con­ 
sultation between the government, 
business and labor to hold down inflation 
But Powell cautioned that consultation 
did not mean pre-notification of—or 
White House "jawboning” on—wage and 
price increases. 
"The President has said on several oc­ 
casions. and still believes, that wage- 
price controls are not in the offing," 
Powell said. “It is necessary to involve a 
large measure of constraint ... in the 
public sectors.” 
Carter told a news conference Thurs­ 
day his anti-inflation measures would be 
"very strong ” 
As for Carter’s planned clampdown on 
inflationary governnment spending, 
Powell acknowledged Carter’s approval 
of White House salary increases totaling 
a half million dollars a year "probably is 
inflationary.” 
Carter, meanwhile, is placing high 
priority on fighting white collar and 
organized crime and plans to tap Peter 
Flaherty, deputy attorney general-nomi­ 
nee. to head his administration’s effort. 
Demos, labor 
outraged by 
wage formula 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Organized 
labor and congressional Democrats are 
outraged by President Carter’s proposed 
minimum wage formula, charging the 
plan would keep millions of workers 
"permanently locked into poverty.” 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall told a 
House subcommittee 
T h u r s d a y 
the adm inistration wanted an im­ 
mediate 20 cent increase, which would 
raise the nation's minimum wage to 
$2 50 an hour. 
Marshall also outlined a system of 
automatic future increases to bring the 
minimum wage to $2 73 on July 1, 1978, 
and 12.95 a year later The system was 
much less generous than labor leaders 
and House Democrats were expecting 
Some Republicans liked the idea, but 
Rep. Phillip Burton, D-Calif., spoke for 
the Democrats when he described it as a 
"completely indefensible proposal.” 
Labor wants an immediate increase to 
$3. and the House subcommittee has 
been considering a formula to increase 
the minimum to $2.85 an hour with sub­ 
sequent automatic increases surpassing 
$3 next Jan. 1. 
"The administration's proposal is 
shameful.” declared AFL-CIO President 
George Meany. "This is a bitter disap­ 
pointment to everyone who looked to this 
administration for economic justice for 
the poor.” 
Meany noted the minimum wage 
already has fallen 38 cents an hour below 
the poverty level. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - State Depart­ 
ment officials conceded today Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance is likely to face 
heated exchanges with Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev in Moscow over human 
rights and will probably make no quick 
breakthoughs on disputed issues. 
Vance leaves for Moscow late tonight 
to lay groundwork for a possible new 
strategic arms agreement and to discuss 
such issues as the Mideast, Africa and 
the balance of power in Europe and the 
Mediterranean. 
At a pre-departure briefing, State 
Department officials stressed the United 
States hopes to engage Soviet leaders in 
a detailed exploration of President 
Carter’s proposals for curbing the U.S.- 
Soviet arms race. 
But in answer to questions, one official 
conceded the initial atmosphere of the 
talks was likely to be one of heated dis­ 
cussion and uncertainty. He said he was 
sure the Soviet leadership was concerned 
over the direction the C arter ad­ 
ministration is taking on human rights. 
He said, however, all indications are 
that the Russians want to pursue 
numerous subjects in a businesslike 
manner and will particularly want to 
probe deeply the individual personalities 
of the new administration. 
Under ground rules of the briefing, the 
officials could not be identified. 
The U.S. delegation, the official said, 
has no plans to meet with dissident 
Soviet figures during its stay in the 
Soviet capital. 
In addition to the likely topics for dis­ 
cussion, President Carter said Thursday 
Vance's agenda would include: 
— mutual and balanced NATO-Warsaw 
Pact force reductions; 
— a total ban on testing nuclear 
devices, both weapons and "peaceful 
devices” ; 
— demilitarizing the Indian Ocean. 
The talks begin in something of a 
diplomatic cloud, however, coming a 
week a fte r Soviet leader Leonid 
B rezhnev’s den u n ciatio n of the 
administration's human rights’ crusade 
as an intolerable interference in Soviet 
internal affairs. 
When Vance meets him in the Kremlin 
on Monday, Brezhnev is expected to 
charge the new administration has 
specifically violated principles which 
former President Nixon agreed to in 1973 
governing the conduct of U.S.-Soviet 
relations. 
To buttress the point. Brezhnev may 
also recall the original U.S.-Soviet 
agreement establishing diplomatic rela­ 
tions in 1933 called for non-interference 
in each others’ internal affairs. 
The Vance delegation, which includes 
U S arms negotiator Paul Wamke. is ex­ 
pected to dispute the “ interference” 
claim, and point to the Soviet Union’s 
signing of the 1975 Helsinki Accords — a 
broad range of recognized freedoms. 
Once the expected confrontation over 
the human rights issues concludes, the 
two sides will get down to three days of 
hard bargaining — ending Wednesday —

Limiting the two new weapon systems 
has plagued the negotiations for more 
than a year, and prevented former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger from 
completing a long-term strategic arms 
agreement in 1976. 
Podgorny 
seeks zone 
of peace' 


United Press International 
Soviet President Nikolai Podgorny, 
following Fidel Castro in a Communist 
diplomatic tour across Africa, has 
promised to work with the United States 
and other countries toward turning the 
Indian Ocean into a “zone of peace ” 
In Angola. Castro told a cheering 
crowd “ there are no limits” to Cuban aid 
for the Marxist regime he helped bring 
to power. 
Podgorny. speaking at a dinner in his 
honor in Zanzibar, Tanzania, said "the 
Soviet Union is prepared to consider on 
an equal basis together with other states 
concerned the question of declaring the 
Indian Ocean ‘a zone of peace.”’ 


He said Soviet interest in the region is 
high because "the Indian Ocean is cros­ 
sed by the routes which connect the 
European part of the USSR with the 
Soviet Far East.” 


Soviet fleets regularly patrol the ocean 
and the United States, France and Bri­ 
tain send warships to the region. The 
United States is establishing a naval 
base on the island of Diego Garcia and 
claims the Soviets have established 
bases in Somalia. 


Tanzania and several other nations on 
the east Africa coast want foreign 
warships out of the area. 


Hospital board 
approves increases 


The Lompoc Hospital District Board of 
D irectors voted to increase the 
hospital’s monthly net revenue by about 
two per cent last night during a regular 
meeting. 
The action is in keeping with the 
board’s continued effort to "better align 
costs with net revenue." according to 
Bill Diebner. hospital administrator. 
To date the hospital is in the red 
838.702 this fiscal year. 
Ancillary service rates were increased 
by the board by roughly $6,500 a month. 
Included in the increase was the minimal 
injectable medication charge (from $1.50 
to $3.00). central supply items (by $1,700 
a month) and pricing formulas for IV 
solutions (by about $1,300). 
Also, the emergency room charge 
jumped from $13 to $15 a visit and the 
emergency room doctor charge in­ 
creased from $15 to $18 a visit. 
Radiology charges were hiked by six 
per cent. 
Last month the board increased 
various ancillary service ra t« and in 
January the bed rates at the Convales­ 
cent Care Center were raised. 
According to the latest monthly 
statistical report, the CCC has a deficit 
of $106,237 It operated at a loss Of $10,829 
in February. 
Administration raps 
Medi-Cal fund support 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Brown 
administration today disputed findings 
by the legislative auditor general that 
$84 million in Medi-Cal funds were paid 
to ineligible Californians last year. 


The 39-page report pointing out 
"weaknesses” in the Medi-Cal eligibility 
system was issued Thursday by Auditor 
General John Williams. 


Administration officials denounced the 
report as "irresponsible,” "inaccurate” 
and "shoddily researched.” They said 
the amount paid to ineligible persons 
was less than $2 million in 1976. 
Williams also said his auditors found 
that more than 100.000 persons were 
improperly eligible for Medi-Cal benefits 


in two or more counties at the seme 
time. He called for creation of>’i ¡few 
eligibility system. 
By matching the D epartm ent of 
Health’s eligibility file against paid 
claims for February 1976, Williams saiup 
"we estimate that at least $84 milKUh 
was paid for services provided in 1976 to 
recipients with no departmental redc^d 
of Medi-Cal eligibility.” 
But Health and Welfare Secretai* 
Mario Obledo, in a letter to Williams inr 
eluded in the report, said a Health 
Depart ment audit, "utilizing a 
statistically valid sample,” showed that 
less than one-tenth of one per cent of 
Medi-Cal claims could be considered 
paid to ineligible persons.

Quake 
rocks 


Turkey 


ELA Z IG , Turkey (U P I) - 
A strong earthquake rocked 
mountainous Elazig Province in 
eastern Turkey before dawn to­ 
day, killing at least 30 persons 
and damaging homes, schools 
and m o sq u es, o ffic ia ls 
reported. 
Officials said rescuers recov­ 
ered 30 bodies in the farming 
town of Palu, which appeared 
to have taken the brunt of the 
shock. They said the death toll 
might increase when communi­ 
cations were restored to outly­ 
ing areas. 
The government mobilized 
troops to help in rescue opera­ 
tions and the Red Crescent, 
Turkish equivalent of the Red 
Cross, rushed tents, food and 
medical supplies to the scene. 
The province, about 375 miles 
east of Ankara, houses Turkey's 
largest hydro-electric complex 
at Keban Dam but officials said 
the quake appeared not to have 
damaged it. 
The Andili observatory in 
Istanbul said the quake, which 
hit at 2:55 a.m. (4:55 p.m. PST 
Thursday), had not registered 
on its equipment, indicating "it 
was very localized," an official 
said. 


Though the tremor’s intensity 
was not announced in Turkey, a 
spokesman for the U.S. Nation­ 
al 
Earthquake 
Information 
Center at Golden. Colorado, 
said it was probably less than 
6.5 on the open-ended Richter 
scale because it had not 
triggered alarms sensitive to 
shocks greater than that. 


N evertheless, it caused 
damage to two schools, a 
mosque and many homes in 
Pula, the Independent Turkish 
News Agency said. 


Officials said troops were dis­ 
patched from the provincial 
capital of Elazig 40 miles east 
to Palu to help in rescue efforts 
They also made their way to 
villages around Palu. where 
communications had been lost.

Amendment to saccharin 


ban law gains ground 


WASHINGTON (U P II - A 
drive to amend the law that 
forced the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration to call for a ban on 
the use of saccharin appeared 
to gain ground today in 
Congress 
Sen Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., 
joining as a sponsor of legisla­ 
tion to amend the so-called 
"Delaney Clause." said the in­ 
tent was to let FDA weigh the 
benefits of a substance as well 
as its risks before its use is ban­ 
ned. 
"There are an estimated 10 
million diabetics in this country 
for whom sugar is poison and 
for whom saccharin is the only 
sugar substitute available,” 
Bentsen said. 
He said saccharin also was 
needed by overweight persons 
because they face greater risk 
of heart disease and arterios­ 
clerosis 


A leading cancer expert went 
beyond that Thursday, telling a 
Senate subcommittee that ban­ 
ning saccharin might make 
some people on restricted diets 
more susceptible both to cancer 
and heart disease. 
Frank Rauscher. former di­ 
rector of the National Cancer 
Institute, said: "obesity itself 
predisposes toward cancer, as 
well as toward heart disease ” 
He said there was ‘‘no 
evidence" saccharin has caused 
cancer in humans 
Rauscher and other scientists 
appeared before the Senate 
Health and Scientific Research 
subcom m ittee considering 
legislative proposals to over­ 
turn the proposed ban. 
The Delaney Clause requires 
banning any substance from 
food if it is shown to produce 
cancer in either humans or 
animals

WASHINGTON (U P I) - It’s 
not against the election law, or 
the new House ethics code, but 
it might be considered bribery 
if a congressman tries to solicit 
money to spend on himself in­ 
stead of office expenses or cam- 
paigning 
The idea came from Rep. 
George Hansen, R-Idaho, who 
asked whether he could raise 
money for his personal benefit 
— because, as he puts it, a 
$57.500 congressional salary 
does not guarantee him finan­ 
cial security. 
The Federal Election Com­ 
mission ruled Thursday there is 
nothing in the election law to 
prohibit such fund-raising — as 
long as Hansen doesn’t use the 
money in his campaigns. 
The F E C warned Hansen, 
however, his proposal might 
run into trouble with income 
tax laws and federal bribery 
statutes. 


A spokesman for the commit­ 
tee. which drew up the new 
House ethics code, said earlier 
that it does not cover the 
Hansen plan. 


Hansen wrote the FEC saying 
federal officeholders "are sub­ 
ject to extraordinary financial 
burdens" and proposed solicit­ 
ing funds either in person or by 
mail up to $100 per person, and 
using the money entirely for his 
personal needs, not for cam­ 
paigns or for his office ex­ 
penses 


He said all this would be 
made clear to his benefactors. 


The F E C said since the 
money won't be used in elec­ 
tions. the Campaign Reform 
Act doesn’t apply and the whole 
matter is not something they 
can regulate 


FEC lawyers said, however, 
in looking into the matter they 
found federal bribery statutes 
might apply, and that’s a mat­ 
ter for the Justice Department 
to decide, they said

Ford optimistic over GO P 


W A SH IN G TO N ( U P I) - 
Former President Gerald Ford 
met for two hours today with 
Republican congressional lead­ 
ers and said afterwards he is 
optimistic about the future of 
the GOP. “ Maybe,” he said, he 
will run for the White House 
again. 
" I ’m very optimistic about 
the party,” Ford told reporters. 
"W e came awfully close to win­ 
ning (the 1976 presidential elec­ 
tion).” 
Ford, as has become his 
custom since leaving office, left 
open the possibility he will run 
for president again in 1980. 
" I said maybe," said Ford, 
who met with President Carter 
at the White Hquse Thursday 
afternoon It is his first visit to 
Washington since leaving of­ 
fice. 
Asked how he sees his current 
role in the party, Ford said, 
“ I ’ll be active in meeting with 
the party leaders ... not only in 
Washington but around the 
country. I ’ll be contributing in 
any way I possibly can between 
now and 1978 and we'll see what 
1980 looks like.” 
During his meeting with the 
GOP leaders. Ford discussed 
foreign policy. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance’s trip to 
Moscow and domestic prob­ 
lems He also met briefly with 
Republican National Chairman 
William Brock 
Ford planned to spend the 
rest of the day in private 


meetings at the Am erican 
Enterprise Institute, a social 
research organization head­ 
quartered in Washington. 


Ford spent 75 minutes Thurs­ 
day in the Oval Office with 
President Carter getting "an 
update on domestic and inter­ 
national matters that concern a 
President and a former Presi­ 
dent.” 


What’s it like being out of of­ 
fice? 
" I enjoy what I ’m doing,” 


Ford told reporters, without 
specific mention of the reported 
$1 million contract he has with 
NBC for television appearances 
over the next five years, the 
night clubbing he has done with 
Frank Sinatra or the two major 
speeches delivered on Carter s 
energy proposals and the Soviet 
weapons buildup. 
"W e have a fine mixture of 
work and pleasure and more op­ 
portunities to be with the fami­ 
ly, so that makes up for some of 
the nostalgia.” he said.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate vote approving a key 
a m e n d m e n t 
to u g h e n in g 
sentencing procedures in a bill 
restoring capital punishment in 
California apparently gave no 
clues about the eventual fate of 
the measure. 
Even some co-sponsors of the 
law enforcement-backed bill 
(SB155) by Sen. George Deuk- 
mejian. R-Long Beach, wait on 
record against the amendment, 
which was narrowly approved 
on a 19-17 vote. 
Other lawmakers voted in 
favor of the Deukm ejian 
amendment but remained un­ 
committed on the bill. One 
Senator argued against the 
change, but voted “aye.” 
Deukmejian said he would br­ 
ing the bill up for full debate 
and a vote next week. It is the 
first capital punishment meas­ 
ure to reach the floor of either 
house since the state Supreme 
Court declared the California 
death penalty statute unconsti­ 
tutional last December. 
The amendment allows juries 
to consider all "significant past 
criminal behavior” by convict­ 
ed m urderers before they 
decide whether to impose the 
death penalty or a sentence of 
life in prison without possibility 
of parole 
It replaces language ap­ 
proved by the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee which would have 
barred prosecutors from intro­ 
ducing evidence of any felony 
unless it involved violence and 
resulted in a conviction 
Deukmejian said one man 
currently on death row had a 
five-page police record but if ho 
was tried under the committee 
version of his bill, a jury could 
only consider two kidnaping 
convictions before sentenc­ 
ing. 
“The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled that the jury must con­ 
sider everything about the in­ 
dividual as well as the crime,” 
Deukmejian said. “Why hide 
the facts from the jury?”

It has been said that anyone can play a 
Strauss waltz — but only a Viennese can 
make it live. However, there have been 
recordings 
and perform ances out of 
Vienna to prove that they don’t always 
make them “ live” either. It is greatly to 
the credit of John Arnold Ford’s Comic 
Opera 
T h eatre 
production of “ Die 
Flederm aus” here Sunday that it did live 
as m usic and theater. The Johann 
Strauss operetta may not have had the 
“gem ütlich” of the old famous mono 
recording, but it did have style and 
credibility. 
After its first production in 1874 "D ie 
Flederm aus” 
survived many English 
versions as “ Night B ird,” “The Merry 
C o u n tess.” 
“ A W onderful N ig h t,” 
“ Champagne S e c.” “ Rosalinda” and a 
high school version called "T h e B a t.” 
The last translation is the most accurate. 
This English version was the fairly re­ 
cent one by Ruth and Thomas Martin. 
T h e s to r y 
is a c o n f e c t io n o f 
m asquerade, flirtation and imagined in­ 
fidelity ending in humor, reconciliation 
and champagne. 
It is interesting that there seem s to be

A subcommittee of the 
County Water Agency which 
has been studying the pricing 
and allocation of state water 
at a series of about 16 meetings 
during the past six months is 
due to submit its recommenda­ 
tions next Wednesday. 
Bob 
H unt, 
e x e c u tiv e 
secretary of the Santa Barbara 
County Farm Bureau and editor 
of the organization's monthly 
News Bulletin, notes in the 
current issue that he has at­ 
tended all of the subcommittee 
sessions and reported the 
findings of the subcommittee 
will be forwarded to the county 
water agency via the commit­ 
tee as a whole for discussion 
and action 
Hunt said “ our concern has 
been that the committee would 
make provision for the water 
needs of agriculture in the 
county, particularly on the 
South Coast It appears the cost 
of water will be very high 
However, if it is blended with 
existing supplies or reclaimed 
water from the sewage treat­ 
ment plants, it may become 
practical for agricultural use 
• Water quality is of great im- 


portance to agriculture and the 
quality of the Feather River 
water is sufficiently good that, 
blended with poor quality 
water, it will make good irriga­ 
tion water available to much 
land now suitable for orchard 
and other crops because of good 
climate and soil but suffering 
from shortage of water.” 


Hunt said the purchase of 
high quality state water by the 
municipalities in the county can 
indirectly benefit agriculture 
by returning a better quality 
(less salt content) water to un­ 
derground through sewage 
treatm ent plants and by 
decreasing the amount of 
pumping presently done by the 
city water works. 


Hunt noted that “ Charles 
Lawrance. county water agency 
engineer-manager. is presently 
conducting a study of water 
needs throughout the county 
and the results of this, backed 
up by requests from the various 
water purveyors of the county, 


will be the basis for sizing the 
project to toe put before the 
voters at the general election in 
November of 1978. 
‘One 
question 
to 
be 
resolved.” Hunt continued, “ is 
the fear of certain people that 
providing more than just 
enough supplemental water to 
take care of the current deficit 
for present users might be 
growth inducing for population 
Some understanding must be 
reached of the economic need 
of agriculture for more good 
quality water before much 
progress can be made. It all 
adds up to an extremely busy 
time for all concerned to iron 
out the many problems and 
questions during the next 
several months prior to the is­ 
sues being placed on the 
ballot.” 
Hunt also noted in the News 
Bulletin that the drive for new

clocking of 3:17 62 — but Indiana won in 
3:17 14 to set US Open, NCAA, meet and 
pool records 
It does not count as an 
American record because leadoff swim­ 
mer Romulo Arantes is not a U.S. 
citizen. 


Spann edged Furniss in the 200-yard in­ 
dividual medley after seeing Furniss bet­ 
ter the existing record in his qualifying 
heat earlier in the day. 
Afterward, the Auburn freshman dis­ 
closed that Furniss’ feat had encouraged 
him to shave his head and his armpits 
before the finals in an attem pt to 
streamline as much as possible. 
“Coach Eodie Reece said he expected

something new in Lompoc 


With the coming of the Japanese 
cultural exchange, Lompoc resi­ 
dents will not only get a glimpse of 
life in another country, but they will 
have the opportunity to witness a un­ 
ique sport — freestyle wrestling. 
In contrast to wrestling area resi­ 
dents have seen in the p a st, 
freestyle wrestling relies on move­ 
ment and exposure of the shoulders 
to the wrestling mat. 
Less emphasis is placed on escap­ 
ing a hold and control of the oppo­ 
nent, or riding time. 


Scoring, under the international 
system is very basic: If a wrestler’s 
shoulder blade touches the mat for 
any length of time, his opponent is 
awarded one. two or three points, 
depending upon the position or angle 
of the shoulder blade. 


If both shoulder blades touch the 
mat at precisely the same time, a 
_ 
______________ 


pin is awarded. In high school 
wrestling a count of three seconds is 
necessary to secure the pin. Time is 
not a factor in a pinning situation in 
freestyle wrestling. 
The holds wrestlers will use to 
secure a pin or points are also dif­ 
ferent. 
In high school wrestling, a full 
nelson is an illegal hold, but it is 
legal in freestyle wrestling as long 
as the legs are not used to drive the 
opponent to the mat. 
Locking one’s hands in a high 
school match is also illegal, but 
locking the hands is permitted in 
freestyle competition. 


Weight limits have been set for 
the 11 matches that will be con­ 
tested Tuesday. Weights will run 
from 114.5-178.2 pounds 


The time limits are also different 
from a high school match. Each 


match will consist of three two- 
minute rounds with a 30-second rest 
period in-between rounds. 
No coaching is permitted during 
the rounds. However, the coach may 
talk with his wrestler during the 
rest period. 
Besides the wrestling m atch, 
Lompocans will be able to see Bruce 
Logan, two-time world freestyle 
skateboard champion. 
The 26-year-old Logan, long con­ 
sidered a pioneer in skateboarding, 
will exhibit the skills that led him to 
back-to-back world titles in 1975 and 
’76. 


The opening ceremonies for Logan 
and the wrestling match will begin 
Tuesday at 8 p.m. at the Cabrillo 
High Wrestling Pavilion. 


The cultural exchange is being 
sponsored by the Lompoc Valley 
Rotary Club.

It took 14 years: Rick Monday is a Dodger

TAMPA. Fla (UPI) - Rick Monday 
was only 17, still going to high school, 
when he showed up at the tryout camp 
the Dodgers were holding in one of the 
public parks in Los Angeles. 


He was doing all he could to impress 
the scout running the tryout when sud­ 
denly he pulled a m uscle in his back 
With so many other kids to look over, 
nine out of 10 other scouts would’ve told 
Rick Monday that was too bad about his 
back, and when it got better maybe he 
could check with them again. Not this 
scout, though. 


“ He took me to the doctor," Rick Mon­ 
day still remembers even though all this 
happened 14 years ago. “ He told me to 


forget about the tryout. Don’t worry, 
you’re on the team ,’ he said, meaning 
this rookie team the Dodgers had then 
for kids When I got finished with the 
doctor, he told me he wanted me to come 
out to Dodger Stadium. ’1 want you to see 
your future home,’ he said.” 


Monday recalled the episode here the 
other day before a ball game with the 
Reds The Dodger scout he was talking 
about was Tommy Lasorda, who is now 
his manager with the Dodgers Monday 
was talking about a side of Tommy 
Lasorda not everybody knows 


There is another side, the one most 
people know, That’s the effervescent 
Tommy lasorda, the fellow who gets 
himself so worked up over God. country, 
his family and the Los Angeles Dodgers 


that some people think he’s full of soap 
bubbles 


Nobody who knows Tommy Lasorda 
for any length of time, nobody who really 
knows him. ever questions his sincerity. 


"Tom Lasorda is Tom Lasorda," is the 
way Rick Monday puts it. “ He’s never 
going to change whether he’s the batboy, 
the manager, or the president of the 
league He loves baseball and he loves 
the Dodger organization. He can talk the 
hell out of you and tell you things you 
can’t even imagine, but he means it. 
He’s sincere. There are two things you 
always have to understand about him. He 
does not like to lose and he never gives 
up ” 


him for the Dodgers right out of high 
school in 1963 but Monday’s mother in­ 
sisted her boy go to college, which he 
did 
He then became the first player 
selected in baseball’s first free agent 
draft by the Kansas City Athletics.

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Salmon catches 
picking up 


Salmon fishing out of Fort 
San Luis has finally got to the 
point w here it m akes it 
worthwhile to go out every day. 
The anglers are hitting with a 
solid average of one and a half 
fish per rod. The biggest fish 
caught so far this season was a 
25 pound king. The boat will go 
out every day at 6:30 if enough 
people make reservations with 
San Luis Sportfishing ahead of 
time. 
At Santa Barbara, fishing is 
not quite as good, but four 
salmon have been caught in the 
last week, the largest going 20 
pounds. 
Rockfishing is the most pop­ 
ular in terms of results though. 
Santa Barbara is getting full 
limits almost every day, and 
lately, about 75 per cent of the 
fish have been red snapper. 
Weather has blown San Luis 
in some days this week, but 
when able to go out, they are 
getting limits or near limits. 
The whale watches have been 
discontinued for this year, even 
though the whales are still 
migrating north. 
Bass fishing has slacked off a 
little at Lake Cachuma in the 
last week, but it still gets a good 
rating. 
Early morning and late after­ 
noon. the best bets are night 
crawlers. During the rest of the 
day. lead heads seem to be 
working best. 
The best areas have been the 
north shores of the lake in front 
of the harbor, and the entire 
east end. 
With only one trout plant 
every two weeks instead of 
weekly, the trout action most of 
the time is strictly for trailers. 
Rainbows up to four-and-a-half 
pounds have been caught this 
week, mostly in the west end of 
the lake. 
Red ear and crappie are still 
averaging a pound each. The 
red ear are being caught at 
Santa Cruz point and the back 
side of the island using “ mighty 
mealies “ The crappie are still 
north of the island and in the 
narrows. The best bets with 
these fish are crappie jigs 
A salmon shark, extremely 
rare in southern California 
waters, has been caught off 
Dana Point and turned over to 
the Department of Fish and 


Game for study, according to 
John Fitch, research director of 
the California State Fisheries 
Laboratory at Long Beach. 
Fitch said it was only the se­ 
cond salmon shark he had seen 
from southern C alifornia 
waters in his 30 years as a 
biologist. 
The shark was a mature male 
6 4 feet long and weighing 105 
pounds. A laboratory examina­ 
tion by Fitch showed that the 
fish was indeed ill and suffering 
at the time of its capture. The 
flesh was milky and abnormal, 
the liver was shrunken and the 
backbone was badly warped. In 
addition, the shark was heavily 
i n f e s t e d 
w i t h 
e x t e r n a l 
parasites. 
The California Fish and 
Game Commission has ap­ 
proved an agreement under 
which Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. will donate $375,000 to the 
Department of Fish and Game. 
The donation is in settlement 
of claims for alleged damage to 
marine organisms from con­ 
struction and testing of con­ 
denser cooling equipment at 
PG&E's Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant in San Luis Obispo 
County. 


Under the agreement, the 
state will release PG&E from 
all claim s for dam age to 
m arine life and organism s 
which may have occurred prior 
to Jan. 31, 1977 as a result of 
plant construction and testing. 
March 16 marked the close of 
the sportfishing for lobsters, 
and the opening of the abalone 
season south of Yankee Point in 
Monterey County 


The daily bag lim it on 
abalones is four in the combina­ 
tion of all sp ecies, w ith 
minimum sizes same as last 
year. 
Fishing hours are one half 
hour before sunrise to one half 
hour after sunset. 
A new rule instituted last 
year requires that all legal­ 
sized abalones picked must be 
kept after reaching the limit. 
Abalone irons may not be 
more than 36 inches long, and 
must conform to specifications 
described in the regulations. 
Knives, screwdrivers and other 
s h a rp 
in s t r u m e n ts 
a r e 
prohibited.

A laughing matter 


This is a highly delicate story, in a 
way. but the Rocky Mountain News in 
Denver carried the yarn and we found it 
highly humorous and illustrative of how 
far our judicial system sometimes 
stretches itself. 
It seems that a Denver police officer 
arrested a thief who had broken into a 
meat warehouse, unlocked the freezer 
and took a big haul. 
However, because 
the police o ffic er 
found the arrest so 
humorous, the convic­ 
tion of the criminal 
was taken to appeal 
because the officer 
laughed after catching 
the thief. 
Why did the officer 
laugh? 
Simple. The thief 
had stolen 1,200 beef 
rectums. 
The Court of Appeals did, however, 
rule that the police officer had the right 
to laugh. 
“In light of the fact that the apparent 
object of the burglary was edible beef.” 
the court said, “but the actual fruits of 
the crime consisted of a portion of the 
animal’s anatomy which is frequently 
referred to in terms of humorous disap­ 
probation. it is not surprising that the of­ 
ficer was amused.’” 
And since the laughter wasn’t a “ploy” 
to extract a confession from the thief, 
the court allowed the conviction and 
sentence to stand.

The thief was sentenced to up to 12 
years at the State Penitentiary for con­ 
spiracy and for the theft of the 1,200 in­ 
edible animal parts.

WASHINGTON - The C en tral 
Intelligence Agency has conducted a 
secret survey of the flood of petrodollars 
into the United States. Over the past 
three years, according to the CIA sur­ 
vey, the oil-producing countries have in­ 
vested an astounding $34 billion in U.S. 
holdings. 
Some CIA analysts fear this prodigious 
financial stake could 
influence U.S. action 
in any future Middle 
E a s t c r i s i s . The 
nation’s most influen­ 
tial financial leaders, 
the analysts suggest, 
might feel compelled 
to support the Arab 
cause. 
For example, the 
OPEC nations have 
entrusted their port­ 
folios to the nation’s 
largest banks, par­ 
ticularly Chase Manhattan, Morgan 
Guaranty. Bank of America and New 
York’s First National City Bank. 


H 
i u s the Arab oil potentates have 
become big customers of these powerful 
banks. Presumably, this will heighten 
their sympathy for the Arab viewpoint. 
For. once the Arabs get 
a hold on a 
banker’s pocketbook, his heart and mind 
will usually follow. 
Yet the petrodollars have been chan­ 
neled discreetly into the U.S. economy. 
With the single exception of the Shah of 
Iran, the oil potentates have been careful 
to avoid purchasing controlling interests 
in American firms. 
The rise and fall of the stockmarket, 
plus deposit withdrawals and other tran­ 
sactions. have reduced the value of the 
$34 billion OPEC investment in the 
United States by $2 billion, according to 
the CIA The CIA estimate is that the 
oil-producing nations are pumping about 
20 per cent of their available funds into 
this country. 
At first, most of the money, according 
to confidential Treasury Department 
documents, was put into “commercial 
banks as short-term deposits,” thus 
creating “widespread fear that a sudden 
withdrawal or shifting of these deposits 
would lead to a collapse of certain bank­ 
ing institutions.” 
But around mid-1975. the OPEC 
countries began to concentrate more on 
long-term holdings. Their financial 
power, meanwhile, has been slowly in­ 
creasing in the executive suites of 
America. 
BACKROOM AFFAIR - We have 
often cited the cozy relationship between 
the federal energy regulators and the oil 
tycoons they regulate. Now, in a startl­ 
ing. confidential memo. Congress has ac­ 
cused the Federal Energy Administra­ 
tion of condoning the criminal conduct of 
the oil ¿rowd 
The shocking memo, prepared by in­ 
vestigators for the House Energy and 
Power Subcommittee, declares; “Our 
investigation shows there is considerable 
evidence of potential criminal violations 


of the statutes and regulations ad­ 
ministered by FEA. However, the 
agency failed to develop the means to 
conduct the necessary investigations for 
effective presentation of this evidence to 
th e 
J u s t i c e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
for 
prosecution.” 
There is more to the story. Our own in­ 
vestigation has found that the FEA simp­ 
ly is unable to audit the major oil 
refiners. Without this capability to con­ 
duct criminal investigations or audits, 
the FEA may be letting the industry rip- 
off the public to the tune of hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 
FEA officials across the country have 
pleaded for criminal investigators to 
crack down on oil criminals. Auditors 
have begged for instructions and more 
personnel. But the requests have 
received resounding rejections in 
Washington. 


An internal FEA memo reveals part of 
the problem. “ Indications from top ex­ 
ecutives within (the) Compliance Divi­ 
sion organization.” it states bluntly,“are 
that (the) concept of enforcement- 
related investigations is repugnant to 
those executives.” 


Meanwhile, the oil swindlers romp 
while the FEA looks the other way. Yet 
the FEA is charged with protecting the 
public from energy frauds. Here are just 
a few examples: 


— The notorious "daisy chain” chases 
involved paper sales of petroleum 
products, with no real movement of the 
petroleum. Phony middlemen merely 
sold the paperwork back and forth, jack­ 
ing up the price with each transaction. 
Yet these cases gathered dust in the 


FEA for months. 
— The energy agency killed several in­ 
vestigations because its regional of­ 
ficials refused to cooperate with one 
another. When regional heads demanded 
sovereignty over certain cases, the 
probes came to an abrupt halt. 
— The general counsel’s office also 
delayed important cases, involving 
millions of dollars in possible 
overcharges to the consumers. The 
delays were unnecessary, and auditors 
were forced to rearrange work schedules 
to accommodate the reticent legal ex­ 
perts. 
By the time the energy agency cor­ 
rects the deplorable situation, if ever, it 
may be too late The statute of limita­ 
tions on the crimes could run out Many 
of the violations occurred as long ago as 
the 1973 Arab oil embargo. 
A secret FEA memo states; "FEA in­ 
vestigations have uncovered con­ 
siderable evidence that particularly dur­ 
ing the embargo, certain crude oil and 
product resellers established extremely 
complicated chains of transactions that 
have no purpose other than to circum­ 
vent FEA's pricing regulations ... Many 
of the more egregious violations during 
the embargo have gone unremedied.” 
It is obvious that changes are 
desperately needed at the FEA. But the 
House subcommittee noted: “There is no 
evidence, however, that officials at FEA 
will make these changes. TTie officials 
who created the situation ... are. for the 
most part, still in the positions they held 
when the decisions were made.” 
Footnote: New FEA Administrator 
John O’Leary told us he recognized his 
agency’s failings and planned to correct 
them.

It is as of today, official. The Soviet 
Union has confirmed what some critics 
of President Carter have been saying, 
for the most part surreptitiously. Of­ 
ficial United States concern for human 
r i g h t s e n d a n g e r s d e t e n t e and 
demilitarization. To use the words of 
Pravda. we must reject the "illogic of 
th e 
a r g u m e n t " 
t h a t 
we 
can 
simultaneously pursue 
human rights in the 
Soviet Union, plus 
detente. “Detente and 
the normal conduct of 
talks presuppose the 
establishment of trust 
b e t w e e n 
the 
negotiating partners 
and respect for the 
laws and traditions of 
each other, while at­ 
tempts to exert pres­ 
sure on us and to 
bargain for conces­ 
sions of principles are bringing about an 
atmosphere of distrust.” 
Concerning which, a few observations: 
1 The United States through President 
Carter has been bringing pressure on the 
Soviet Union to observe its own laws and 
commitments. This point cannot be 
overstressed The Soviet Constitution of 
1936, the United Nations Covenants 
ratified by the Soviet Union in 1973, and 
the Helsinki Agreement of 1975 are ex­ 
plicit statements of Soviet commitments 
to principles. There is nothing Mr. 
Carter has urged upon the Soviet Union 
in any way different from what the 
Soviet Union freely undertook. 
Consider now the bearing of all this. 
For the Soviet Union to say that we are 
now asking it to make “concessions of 
principles” can only mean that its “prin­ 
ciple” is to make a public commitment 
and then to flout it. There is no other 
meaning, in the circumstances, that can 
be attached to their objection. 
Now this being so, the bearing on SALT 
II is quite direct. The Soviet Union would 
appear to be saying that it is a matter of 
principle for the Soviet Union to make a 
commitment with one hand, while 
rejecting it with another. With its right 
hand, it signs the Helsinki Agreement 
guaranteeing, e.g., freedom of emigra­ 
tion for dissidents, while with its left 
hand it turns the lock on the prison door. 
The relevance to arms control is ob­ 
vious: the Soviet Union is suggesting 
that, as a matter of principle, it will 
promise to disarm pari passu with the 
United States, meanwhile pursuing its 
policy of military expansionism. Is there 
another understanding? 
2 Is it indeed “illogical" to pursue 


both disarmament and human rights? 
One would not suppose so normally. That 
is to say. disarmament and civil rights 
don’t get in the way of each other for on­ 
tological reasons. It isn’t like saying that 
you cannot simultaneously paint your 
bam black and also white. In recent 
times we have seen disarmament and 
human rights go together hand in hand in 
Japan and West Germany. 
No. the peculiar meaning of the dis­ 
junction as given by Pravda is alarming 
precisely because it harmonizes with its 
point about concessions of principle. 
Human rights get in the way not of disar­ 
mament. but of simulated disarmament. 
We know that the Soviet Union has 
cheated on SALT I Philadelphia lawyers 
would insist on fine tuning that state­ 
ment by saying that the Soviet Union has 
taken every ambiguity in SALT I and run 
with it. But there will always be am­ 
biguities in arms control agreements 
whose enforcement provisions are in ef­ 
fect limited to the vision of peeping Tom 
satellites flying 50 miles above Soviet 
silos 
The thing about human rights is that 
they include the right of a free press. A 
free press means a sanctuary for an in­ 
quisitive eye. How can the Soviet Union 
simultaneously a) permit a free press; 
and bi cheat on arms control? Therein 
the illogic of which Pravda complains. 
There are those who believe it illogical 
to proceed to make any agreement with 
the Soviet Union which is other than self­ 
policing. And such agreements are ex­ 
tremely difficult to sculpt. We are in­ 
terested in human rights because we are 
involved in mankind Beyond that there 
is the pragmatic argument. Human 
rights are a pre-condition to effective 
arms control.

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— Crumbling piers stretch 
their gnarled, crustaceous, 
piling fingers into the brine of 
San Francisco bay. The long 
tendons of low-slung buildings 
are peeling and dingy and rub­ 
ble strewn. The cobblestone 
street in front of the embar­ 
cadero snakes past empty 
littered lots. 
But the view is magnificent. 
A cross the churning 
currents of the Bay, Alcatraz 
Island looms in crisp sunlight 
and beyond it the verdant 
virginity of Angel Island and 
the hills of Marin. The Golden 
Gate Bridge’s rust-red shanks 
emerge from the water to the 
left. Oceanic vessels glide 
through the ships’ channel 
almost within touching dis­ 
tance of the piers’ tips. 
Here, among the most 
valuable real estate in the 
world, is where Warren Sim­ 
mons has his dream. More 
than a dream. It verges on 
reality. 
Through the maze of 
bureaucratic snarls, Simmons 
— a sandy-haired, aggressive 
food franchise tycoon — has 
tortuously run a broken field 
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these last four years, spen­ 
ding, he claims, almost a 
million dollars in cold cash to 
get the right to transform this 
moldering section of water­ 
front into a panoply of scenic, 
income-generating boutiques 
and restaurants and marinas. 
He has skipped nimbly 
through a myriad of 10 city, 
state and federal agencies for 
licenses and permits, in­ 
vesting in 10 special studies 
ranging from an environmen- 
tal im p act report to 
hydrophonic pile testing to 
wind tunnel studies. He is 
down to just one more permit, 
expected from the Army 
Corps of Engineers in July, 
before he is allowed to replace 
degenerating, useless piers 
with a $29 million finger of 
development into San Fran­ 
cisco Bay. 
He persevered because he 
had this dream, born from his 
own background as a native of 
San Francisco. 
U.S. Steel and the Ford 
Motor Company and other 
companies with clout had 
visualized the transformation 
of the decaying waterfront 
which lies just east of famed 
Fisherman’s Wharf into a 
commercial bonanza but had 
been discouraged by the maze 
of red tape. 
“ It took a San Franciscan,’’ 
sighs Simmons, “ who was 
willing to give up four years of 
his life, and has tenacity, to 
get this through. 
“ It is some of the most 
valuable land in the world. 
And it is bringing in virtually 
nothing to the city and port of 
San Francisco — $68,000 in 
taxes annually. I can increase 
that to $2 million annually 
with my project.” 
He expects to break ground 
in August for the 27-acre com­ 
plex which will have more 
than 20 restaurants and 100 
shops and a mall and two 
marinas and aquatic sports 
and exhibitions galore.

Simmons is used to making 
things happen. He is a former 
pilot for Pan Am Airlines who 
flew for 20 years and used his 
spare time — “ I only flew 10 
to 12 days a month” — to hone 
his entrepreneurial skills. 
He owned electronics fac­ 
tories in Hong Kong, was in 
real estate and construction in 
Connecticut, 
imported 
monkeys from the Philippines 
for medical research and at 
one time even worked as a 
private detective. His big 
bonanza came with a discount 
store chain — Disco — which 
he sold out for millions, short­ 
ly before he quit flying. 
Casting about for new ven­ 
tures, he settled on the 
restaurant business. “There 
were only two possibilities,” 
he recalls, “ — Chinese and 
Mexican. There were a lot of 
plush Chinese restaurants 
around, but not any Mexican.” 
He leased a building in 
Oakland that had early 
California architecture and 
started the first Tia Maria 
restaurant. There are now 
nine scattered through 
C alifornia and two in 
Washington, D.C. And Sim­ 
mons is a millionaire. 
Once the Tia Maria chain 
was entrenched and its stock 


had gone public, a restless 
Simmons started casting 
around for new ventures. The 
San Francisco waterfront cap­ 
tured his fancy after he in­ 
vestigated it as a possible 
restaurant site. Once launch­ 
ed with his development idea 
for Piers, 37, 39 and 41, he 
became virtually a local 
politician, making two and 
three speeches a day all over 
the Bay area and carrying a 
portable slide show with him 
to marshal public support. 
It represented an emotional 
high for him when, in pursuit 
of that support, he went out to 
talk to the Sunset Heights Im­ 
provement Club on a knoll in 
the western part of the city. 
“ In 1936,” he muses, "when 
I was at Jefferson Grammar 
School, my teacher took the 
class out of school to climb 
that same hill. We watched 
Capt. Musick take off in the 
original China Clipper on the 
first international commer­ 
cial flight. 
“ Forty years later, I had 
flown all the same routes as 
the China Clipper and was 
back on the hill, telling San 
Francisco how this little guy 
was going to change the 
waterfront.” 
And he will.

W eber & Rice plug rock opera 


The shadow of “Evita,” the 
latest ‘rock opera’ hopeful, 
loomed everywhere this week 
as Tim Rice and Andrew 
Lloyd Webber were in New 
York, ostensibly to seek a 
buyer for their property.

First, they performed a set 
of their songs at a local 
cabaret. Webber and Rice are 
known principally for “Jesus 
Christ Superstar,” (although 
they weren’t too thrilled with 
many U.S. productions, they 
said), and their set drew 
mainly from that show. 
"Don’t Cry For Me Argen­ 
tina” from "Evita” was in­ 
troduced with a semi-sales 
pitch, and was sung by 
cabaret singer Marta Heflin. 
She made the song quite a 
standout next to the com­ 
posers’ delivery of the other 
songs in the 30-minute set. 
The following day, they 
arrived at the National 
Academy of Popular Music’s 
Songwriters Hail of Fame in 
Times Square. They dedicated 
and signed the score of "Jesus 
Christ Superstar” and hung a 
platinum record in the music 
museum, which also features 
George Gershwin’s self-styled 
desk, Fats Waller piano rolls,

"We are looking around,” 
said Rice, when asked if he 
had any firm o ffe rs, 
specifically from Robert 
Stigwood, who is in town 
overseeing a new movie 
production. "T he short 
answer to your question,’’ 
said the shorter Webber, "is 
yes.” 
A shy little boy visiting the 
Hall was urged by his father 
to ask for an autograph, but 
quickly shied away after the 
photographers blinded the 
poor little guy. "Who’s that on 
your T-shirt,” asked Rice. 
"The Fonx,” replied the boy.

Old tools prove 
collectible 


Ninety pounds of femininity 
— you’d think she might 
collect crystal, Dresden or 
delicate laces. Instead, she 
heads for the garage or base­ 
ment at estate sales and there 
she holds her own with other 
tool collectors. 
Actually, Abigail B. (Abby) 
is interested in other things 
too, but she shares an 
enthusiasm for tool collecting 
with her husband Bill. 
Because her hours are more 
flexible than his, she does 
most of the searching and buy­ 
ing. On weekends, however, 
you will find them together at 
an auction, an antique shop or 
museum in pursuit of tools 
and knowledge. 
Old tools have an almost un­ 
iversal appeal. A connoisseur 
of art glass will appreciate the 
glass blower’s pipe or cast 
iron gathering pot. A collector 
of fine furniture will find 
value in a pedal-operated tur- 
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ning lathe. 
The Bs are interested in 
hand tools of any age. Their 
first was a wood plane — the 
kind used for planing wood in 
which the glad (or iron) is fill­ 
ed in wood and adjusted with a 
wedge. This was an inherited 
item and it sparked their 
search for other planes. They 
now have 23 of varying ages. 
Craftsmen tend to resist 
changes in tool styles and this 
has been especially true of the 
wooden-body plane, they ex­ 
plained.

Treating hernia

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
47 years old and have been 
having indigestion and 
problems swallowing. I have 
lost weight. I used to be 115 
and I went down to 96. 
X rays showed a hiatal her­ 
nia. I was put on medication 
and the condition has im­ 
proved. I am eating better, 
but I seem unable to go 
beyond 106 pounds, sometimes 
to 106. 
I would like to know if sur­ 
gery is necessary. Is there a 
diet I should follow? Would I 
ever be rid of this condition? 
Any advice you can give me 
on the treatment of hiatal her­ 
nia would be greatly ap­ 
preciated. 
DEAR READER - This is 
a fairly common condition. It 
is literally a hernia of part of 
the stomach through enlarge­ 
ment of a normal hole in the 
diaphragm. We all have a hole 
where the esophagus passes 
through the diaphragm to join 
the stomach. In about half of 
people older than 40 a part of 
the stomach intermittently 
slides through the enlarged 
hole. Women are more likely 
to have this condition because 
of pregnancy. Anything that 
distends the abdomen may in­ 
crease the pressure in the ab­ 
domen enough to literally 
push part of the stomach 
through the normal opening. 
Obesity is also a contributing 
factor. Whether it is fat or 
fetus the results are the same. 
The biggest problem with 
the hernia is that it affects the 
normal closure mechanism at 
the top of the stomach. This 
allows the contents of the 
stomach to leak backward 
into the lower esophagus to 
cause burning and this may 
stimulate esophageal spasm. 
This is probably why you were 
having difficulty in swallow­ 
ing. 
Sometimes surgery is useful 
but the correction of the her­ 


nia may not correct the faulty 
closure method. In this case 
the symptoms will persist 
after the surgery because the 
leak is still there. Most cases 
can be managed without 
resorting to surgery. 
The most important aspect 
of the diet is that you should 
eat frequent small meals, not 
large ones, and you should 
wait at least two hours before 
lying down after eating. The 
purpose here is to keep the 
stomach empty so that there 
is not much to leak into the 
lower esophagus when you do 
lie down. The last meal of the 
day should be mostly car­ 
bohydrate and should contain 
little or no fat because fats 
slow down the emptying of the 
stomach. 
The head of the bed must be 
elevated so that the open 
stomach with the leaky valve 
won’t be lying (m its side and 
allow material to run into the 
esophagus. 
Avoid tight garments such 
as girdles or belts that press 
on the abdomen. Any pressure 
against the stomach from gar­ 
ments <Mi the outside or fat on 
the inside will tend to squeeze 
the contents of the stomach 
into the lower esophagus and 
cause symptoms. 
It helps to decrease or 
eliminate the acid-digestive 
juice formed by the stomach. 
This means using antacids, 
avoiding alcohol, coffee, other 
caffeine containing beverages 
and cigarettes. 
I have explained how this 
works more fully in The 
Health Letter number 4-6, 
Hiatal Hernia, Esophageal 
Reflux.

С Bers love-hate 
a ffa ir w ith Sm okey

If you ask a highway 
patrolman what he thinks 
about CBers, you can get a 
pretty good idea about the in­ 
tensity of the love-hate 
r e l a t i o n s h i p t h a t has 
developed between CBers and 
Smokey. 
On one hand, the patrolman 
will tell you, CBers are an in­ 
valuable source of informa­ 
tion. They’re everywhere. On 
the superslab, the state 
highways and the side roads. 
They tip off the cops about 
drunk drivers, accidents and 
crime. 
But on the other hand, the 
same patrolman explains, 
many CBers are out to beat 
every radar trap in the coun­ 
try. Truckers and four- 
wheelers pass “ Smokey 
reports" up and down the 
road. The only speeders the 
radar will catch, it often 
seems, are the ones who don’t 
have CB. 
In at least half a dozen 
states the highway patrols 
have launched concerted cam­ 
paigns aimed at nailing CBers 
at the radar trap. By using 
single, unmarked cars, law 
enforcement officers have 
been able to catch hundreds of 
CBers off-guard. 
And those ticketed, in turn, 
spread the word of the un­ 
marked cars to thousands of 
other CBers. The theory is 
that if CBers are never sure 
where the unmarked car will 
be next, they’ll make an effort 
to slow down. 
Florida patrolmen have 
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used the unmarked car 
system with some success. 
"The objective is simply to 
enforce the 55 mile per hour 
speed limit,” says Lt. L.T. 
Smallwood of the Florida 
Highway Patrol. “We are get­ 
ting tired of citizens using CBs 
and ge tt ing away with 
speeding. The plain cars make 
it even again." 
Smallwood says t hat 
Florida patrolmen were 
startled when the program 
first started, because just a 
handful of unmarked cars in 
the Jacksonville area gave out 
over 1,000 tickets in just four 
days. 
In Michigan, despite ex­ 
periments with unmarked 
cars, the highway patrol still 
leans toward "exposure" of 
radar units, and patrol brass 
have taken a more positive at­ 
titude towards CBers. 
The state police, for in­ 
stance, publish a monthly 
newsletter, “ CB F EE D ­ 
BACK," which tells Michigan 
CBers and their clubs how 
much help they’ve been. The 
newsletter gives a total for 
calls made by CBers to patrol­ 
men, with a breakdown on the 
nature of the calls. 
Included are the number of 
calls about crime, accidents, 
drunk drivers, dangerous road 
conditions, along with what 
types of action the lawmen 
took in the cases reported by 
CBers. 
"We want to work with 
CBers," says Michigan patrol 
Lt. Rod LaMore. "They help 
us out every day, and we want 
that to continue." 
Both LaMore and Florida’s 
Smallwood believe that there 
are basically two groups of 
CBers. One is made up of 
CBers who have a CB for the 
sake of having a CB; they 
stick to the speed limit, 
generally, and have the radio 
for passing time, obtaining in­ 
formation about road con­ 
d i ti o n s and r e p o r t i n g 
emergencies. The other group 
is made up of people who 
bought their CBs only as a 
way of beating speeding 
tickets.

Plants in the 
... 
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Bottle garden and terrariums 


Judging by the letters I receive, a lot 
of you have gotten disillusioned with 
terrariums and bottle gardens. Either 
they grow too much or not at all. And the 
problem is usually in the choice of 
plants, not in the containers. 
For example, a couple of years ago, 
someone sent me a 5-gallon water jug 
planted with rooted cuttings of dieffen- 
bachia, aluminum plant, prayer plant, 
trailing philodendron and pittosporum. 
Within weeks the dieffenbachia and 
aluminum plant were racing to see 
which would be first to escape through 
the jug’s 1-inch neck. 
Of course, 1 could have taped a single­ 
edge razor blade on the end of a long 
stick, cut back both plants and fished out 
the clippings with a mechanic’s pickup 
tod. Or I could have emptied the jug 
right then and replanted it with more ap­ 
propriate inhabitants. 
Unfortunately, I did neither. The dief- 
fenhachia won the neck race, but even­ 
tually the aluminum plant squeezed 
through also. Now I have a couple of big 
plants with a shared 1-inch waist and a 
jugful of leaves in all stages from grow­ 
ing to rotting. Since I have waited so 
long, cleaning out the jug is going to be a 
major project. 
In terms of no upkeep, the most suc­ 
cessful bottle gardens I have ever seen 
were those devoted to a single plant, the 
fern or moss-like selaginella (sel-adj-in- 
NELL-uh) in any of its trailing forms. 
All you do is plant one in a bottle, 
moisten the soil, cork the hole and 
provide bright light but no direct sun in 
average room temperatures. 
Before you know it, your bottle will be 
filled with the delicate, fresh green

leaves of selaginella, which, ap­ 
propriately enough, is also called the 
sweat plant. Although you may want to 
do some thinning on occasion, complete 


replanting shouldn’tbe needed for two 
years or more. 
If you’d like to grow several different 
kinds of plants in the same bottle, try to 
use only miniatures or slow-growers. 
Since direct sun striking a bottle garden 
is likely to burn the plants inside, the 
best choices will be plants that do well in 
shade such as the tuft-forming 
selaginellas (not the same as the faster- 
growing trailers), the miniature fern 
known as Polystichum tsus-simense and 
variegated creeping fig. 
If you can grow your bottle planting in 
a fluorescent-light garden, then it will be 
possible to have some flowers, especially 
from miniature varieties of begonia, 
gloxinia (Sinningia pusilla, for example) 
and gesneria. Besides a little water, the 
only regular maintenance these plants 
need in a bottle garden is to have spent 
flowers and dead leaves clipped and 
removed. 


Success with a terrarium, the same as 
bottle garden, depends on selecting com­ 
patible plants that will stay in scale with 
each other and the container itself as 
they grow. Inevitably, however, a 
terrarium, like any garden, will need 
some thinning out and cutting back.

this country and does this practice take 
away jobs from American workers? — 
Mrs. V.M.L., Palo Alto, Calif. 
A. Yes, a duty is paid on products as­ 
sembled abroad but there is a definite, 
money-saving tariff advantage. Certain 
products made from American raw 
materials are exempt from limits placed 
on the volume of goods that can be im­ 
ported.

Q. I have an old stock certificate for 
one share of the Pennsy Motors Com­ 
pany of Pittsburgh dated Dec. 30,1915. Is 
it worth anything? — M R .S., 
Vandergrift, Pa. 
A. It’s not worth anything as stock. 
The Pennsy Motors Company went out of 
business in January, 1921. You can look 
up old stocks in the "Marvyn Scudder 
Manual of Extinct or Obsolete Com­ 
panies," which can be found in some 
libraries and through most stock 
brokers. 
Even though an old stock certificate 
may not be worth anything as a trading 
security, it may be worth something for 
its art work and curiosity value. Some 
people frame old certificates or paper 
guest bathrooms with them. Some 
collectors are even willing to buy them 
(usually not for much). Age, beauty and 
condition are the determining factors. 
The Society of Paper Money Collectors 
puts out a publication which has listings 
of people who deal in old stock and bond 
certificates. For more information, the 
society’s address is* 225 South Fischer 
Ave., Jefferson, Wise. 53549. 


Q. A few years ago we got a mortgage 
from a savings and loan to buy a house. 
Recently, when we decided to pay off the 
loan, the savings and loan couldn’t find 
the original deed to the house. They said 
it was lost. 
Finally, they sent us a photocopy of the 
deed. Is this legal or should we demand 
the original? — A.S., Dayton, 0. 
A. As far as proving ownership of a 
home, a deed is relatively unimportant. 
What counts is the fact that your 
ownership is properly recorded by local 
authorities such as the recorder of deeds 
and mortgages in your county or city 
government. 
Ask the lender to give you written cer­ 
tification that the deed has been 
recorded. Make sure they show you 
where it was recorded, including the 
page and book number. For most 
jurisdictions, this should serve as 
adequate proof of ownership. 


Q. Can unleaded gasoline be used in 
place of regular gas for gasoline stoves 
or lanterns? — F T., Kansas City, Mo 
A. If you’re going to use gasoline from 
the pump instead of the manufacturer’s 
recommended fuel, you should use un­ 
leaded. An ingredient in leaded gasoline 
can leave a deposit in the carburetor of 
your stove or lantern. But be sure to read 
instructions that come with lanterns or 
stoves to make sure pump gasoline can 
be used safely. 


Q. I have seen clothing labels that say 
“assembled in Mexico” and other 
foreign countries (from materials 
prepared in the U.S.) Are import duties 
paid when these products come back to 


fshore assembly” production technique. 
It combines U.S. technology with lower 
cost labor which, in turn, makes the final 
cost of the product lower than it would be 
if the whole job was done in this country. 
Labor unions are opposed to this 
system because they claim it “exports 
jobs” away from the U.S. But some 
workers who make the raw materials 
might not have their jobs if there wasn’t 
a cheap labor assembly operation being 
used in another country. 


There’s an art to using other people’s 
money. Borrowing can be a blessing or a 
curse, depending on how you approach it. 
First, let’s look at installment loans 
for such things as refrigerators, washers 
and other so-called “ consumer 
durables.” These major appliances are 
ideal for money borrowers. You get a 
needed machine that can be used over a 
long period of time (10 to 14 years). 
You’re paying for it as you use it for 
many years. 
The interest you pay on the installment 
loan can be tax deductible if you’re 
itemizing on the "long” income tax 
form. And, theoretically at least, you 
pay back the loan in dollars that are 


FINANCE COMPANIES 
Finance companies, however, charge 
anywhere from 18 to 24 per cent. More 
often than not, a store or a dealer will 
have an arrangement with a finance 
company so you can buy and borrow at 
the same time with little fuss or muss. 
It’s convenient, but you pay for the 
convenience. And, sometimes, potential 
borrowers do not have a good credit un­ 
ion. By charging more, finance com­ 
panies can afford to take greater risks 
with borrowers. 


Before you sign on the dotted line for 
an installment loan, check with some 
hanks to see is you qualify for a loan. 
Also, it’s not a good idea to take on a new 
debt if it will take up the rest of your sur­ 
plus left over after all the other bills are 
paid. Leave some slack. Don’t go into 
hock for your entire income.

With automobiles, it’s a good idea to 
shop for your loan even though the dealer 
can offer you 
quick and easy financ­ 
ing right on the spot. Again, a direct loan 
from a bank can often be cheaper than 
the financing the dealer offers. Samfe 
goes for a direct loan from a credit un­ 
ion. 
In my area, the credit unions had the 
lowest priced automobile loans (less 
than 9 per cent per year) but some banks 
were also offering their good customers 
low-cost loans. Bank rates vary on auto 
loans, depending on whether you’re a 
customer and whether your credit rating 
is good or just so-so. 


PAYBACK TIME 
The interest charge for auto loans is 
one thing. The length, or payback time is 
something else. 
In many parts of the country you can 
get automobile loans stretching from one 
to four years. For the average buyer who 
doesn’t have comfortable cash reserves, 
the length of an auto loan should run 
from two to three years — no longer. 
If you borrow up to the hilt for 48 
months, you have no borrowing power 
left. When an emergency strikes and you 
need extra monthly cash desperately, 
you can usually refinance your auto loan, 
providing you haven’t gone whole hog in 
the first place. 
But borrowing whole hog — up to 48 
months — on an automobile loan can be a 
shrewd move for the person who has sub­ 
stantial cash reserves, an excellent 
credit rating and an income in a fairly 
high tax bracket. 
This person gets tax deductions for in­ 
terest paid on the loan and, especially 
during the third and fourth year, pays off 
the debt in dollars that are worth less.

Budget Motels — do's and don'ts 


So there I was, the original dangerous 
driver, speeding along with one hand on 
the wheel, the other busily turning the 
pages of a budget motel booklet And 
there it was at last, the directory’s 
candidate for a cheap sleep, a swingy- 
sounding spot with $17 singles and $20- 
$25 doubles. 
I read it again and it was still the 
same: $17 for singles, $20425 for 
doubles. My naturally sweet disposition 
naturally shattered as I reached an 
ugly conclusion: A rose may be a rose, 
but, by heaven; some budget motels 
must be melbe toast To call youself a 
“budget” motel at those prices, you 
have to have a lot of crust. Let us now 
pause and face the fact that some 
motels do. 
RoBtag Past the Prills 
“Budget motels,” in the form of new, 
attractive, built-on-a-budget facilities, 
rolled in around the late ’60s and early 
’70s. Most of them cut out such frills as 
large lobbies, restaurants, pools, room 
and bellhop service; picked fringe 
locations; didn’t take credit cards, and 
settled for plastic glasses and door less 
closets in smaller rooms to offer prices 
of under $10 a night double. 
Rates have gone up, but the original 
biggies — Days Inn, Ecooo-Travel, 
Motel 6, Regal 8 and Scottish Inns — 
will still generally bed down a family of 
four in one room far $16 or under. There 
are seasonal and area variations 
among some, but in the majority of 
instances the four-people, two-bed rate 
is under rather than over $16, single 
rates go as low as $8.95 (Motel 6), and 
the two-people, om bed price is around 
$11 to $14. 


Naturally, besides the burgeoning 
number of big and little chains, there 
are plenty of older, independent motels 
that fit into the same price categories. 
Moreover, competition has permitted 
credit cards to slip in along with small 
pools and occasionally, even a 
restaurant (Some, like Days Inns, 
have had such amenities from the 
start.) The result is that the term 
“budget motel” has lost its meaning 
and in the Games People Play depart­ 
ment, you had better note die following: 
• Listing in a puported “budget” 
motel guide in no way guarantees that 
the place in question offers either the 
lowest price or the best value in the 
area. It may be the case, but you find 
out only by making your own com­ 
parisons after obtaining a complete 
hotel-motel list from the area visitor’s 
bureau or chamber of commerce, 
though such lists themselves are often 
out of date. (On my list, that $17 single 
proved to be just what it had appeared 
— high, and with lower-priced, at­ 
tractive competitors down the road.) 
• Some “budget” rates cease to be 
budget rates when and if you have to 
add on charges for phone calls and 
television. Policies vary. Note, for 
instance, that regardless of age, 
children are usually charged the full 
“extra person” rate when sharing a 
room with their parents. The extra- 
person rate, however, is often only $2 or 
$6. A few motels (including same 
Smttiwh lima) do have an under-12-free 
policy and a few others have lower 
rates for children. Days Inns charge $1 
for children 17 and under, compared to 
the normal extra-person tab of $6. 
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GENTLEMEN'S APfAREL 
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• It is still legal in some parts of the 
country to advertise low, come-on 
rates, though the rooms at that price 
are few and far between. 
Operating with a Smile 
What all this means is that to tell the 
real budget motel from the more ex­ 
pensive imitation—and to keep smiling 
— you need to operate with a full set of 
“Do’s” and “Don’ts.” To be specific: 
DO send for the chains’ directories. 
They’ll tell you about rates, rules and 
facilities. Then you can judge for 
yourself if they’re likely to be genuine 
winners. Without a directory, your best 
bet is to look in the local Yellow Pages 
for coy names, i.e., ones that in­ 
corporate hints at being “thrifty.” 
DON’T forget to check the maximum- 
occupancy rules if your family num­ 
bers more than four persons. Some 
places — all Motel 6s, for example — 
won’t permit more than four to a room. 
DO bear in mind that some budget 
motels can be reserved by calling toll- 
free numbers. Dial (800) 558-1212 and 
ask the operator for a listing under the 
chain name. Some low-priced in­ 
dependents are listed with a nationwide 
free reservations service at (800) 323- 
1776. A very few will accept collect calls 
for a reservation. It’s worth trying. And 
several of the chains can make 
reservations for you from one inn to 
another without charge. But some, like 
the rock-bottom-priced Motel 6, have no 
inn-to-inn reservation service or toll- 
free number and will not accept collect 
calls. 
DON’T put off getting a room until 
late on the day that you want it Most 
budget motels fill up early — even

weeks ahead in popular resort towns. 
DO double-check the “witching hour” 
— the latest hour to which they’ll hold a 
reserved room for you. Although it’s 
usually 6 PM, there are a number of 
places (such as Orlando) where it may 
be 4 PM. And if you think you may miss 
the cutoff time, remember that many 
chains accepting credit cards will 
guarantee your room by phone if you 
give your card number. 
DO figure your needs ahead of time 
and mention them, particularly if 
they’re items like a crib or rollaway. 
These are likely to be available in very 
limited numbers at budget motels — 
and when they’re out, they’re out.

Hem it yourself to save money

The most common altera­ 
tion problem is hems: pants 
are too long and need shorten­ 
ing; an old midi coat will look 
fine for this year if it is 
shortened; the sleeves on a 
new blazer are just an inch too 
long. These jobs cost plenty if 
done by a tailor, but you can 
sew and save by doing them 
yourself. 
You can usually repeat the 
original hem treatment. On a 
knit material, the hems are 
usually zigzagged or overcast, 
then stitched. A lightweight 
dress material might have 
seam binding or hem lace. In 
any case, keep the finish as 
light as you can . a lumpy hem 
is unsightly. 


To shorten a pair of pants, 
try on the pants with the shoes 
you will most often wear with 
them. The hem should just 
break at the front of the foot, 
and should be an inch longer 
at the back to touch the top of 
the heel. This gives a 
slimmer, more graceful line. 
Turn up and pin the hem so 
the front just hits your instep. 
Remove the pants. Take out 
former hem, unless your new 
hem line will be a full inch or 
more above the form er 
stitching. In that case, you 
can simply cut off the former 
hem. Inspect pants to see 
whether they are already cut 
with the back slightly longer 
than the front. If so, you can 
cut off an even amount all 
around. Otherwise, cut the 
hem so the back will be an 
inch longer than the front. The 
new hem should be no deeper 
than one and one-half inch. 
Finish the raw edge of the 
pants by zigzagging or over­ 
casting. Turn, pin and press 
new hem. Hand stitch hem in 
place. 
A dress is easy to hem. Try 
it on and mark new length 
with chalk or pins. Rip out old 
hem, turn up hem along mark­ 
ed line and baste in position 
near fold. A straight hem 
should be three inches deep, 
and a flared hem two inches 
deep. Trim away excess 
fabric and finish raw edge, 
just as it was finished before. 
If there is extra fullness, run a 
line of machine basting one- 


quarter-inch inside cut edge 
and pull up bobbin thread to 
ease out the fullness. Shrink 
fullness with a steam iron. Pin 
and stitch hem in place and 
give it a final pressing. 
If shortening a back pleat 
involves removing too much 
of a back pleat, trim away the 
excess material and either 
stitch the pleat closed or 
make a back slit by hemming 
down the seam allowance on 
each side and finishing with a 
close zigzag bar tack. 
Shortening a coat isn’t as 
hard as it looks. First mark 
desired length with pins or 
chalk. Open facing at lower 
edge. Take out original hem. 
Open the lining up to a point 
about six inches above the 
marking. Run a basting stitch 
all around the inside of the 
coat at this distance from the 
marking, to hold the coat and 
lining together and make your 
work easier. 
Cut coat material three in­ 
ches below marked line. Cut 
lining two inches shorter than 
coat. Using a hem gauge for 
accuracy, turn coat up three 
inches and lining up two in­ 
ches. Pin, baste at fold, press. 
If necessary, cut out excess 
hem fabric under facing to 
eliminate bulk. You can 
decide whether this step is 
necessary by looking to see 
whether the fabric was cut out 
on the original hem. Press un­ 
der raw edge of lining one- 
quarter-inch and machine 
stitch lining hem. Finish raw 
edge of coat with line of 
straight stitching, and trim 
with pinking shears. Hem coat 
by hand. Fold lining back into 
position and switch it to coat 
hem. Slipstitch lower edges 
together. Stitch lining to fac­ 
ing. If coat had thread chains 
joining lining to coat, replace 
them and remove basting 
stitches Press. 
It’s quite easy to shorten a 
sleeve, if it does not have a 


cuff. Take out the hem and 
remove all the threads; then 
press the lower edge flat. 
Decide on the correct sleeve 
length; then measure up from 
the lower edge and mark a 
line around the sleeve. Cut the 
sleeve off an inch below the 
marking. Finish the raw edge 
in the same way that it was 
originally finished; turn, 
press and switch. 
To short«! a coat sleeve, 
first baste around the sleeve 
below the elbow to hold sleeve 
and press out the crease 
marks. Mark new sleeve 
length. Turn up hem on mark­ 
ing and baste close to lower 
edge. Mark the width of the 
new hem same as the old one 
and cut. Press, and remove 
bastings. Sew or press inter­ 
facing inside hem with one 
edge at lower hem edge. Turn 
up sleeve lining so it is three- 
quarters of an inch shorter 
than sleeve. Cut off excess, 
leaving a seam allowance 
beyond the fold line. Lap the 
lining over the sleeve hem and 
slip-stitch the lining in place. 
Sometimes a skirt may be 
shortened from the waistline 
rather than from the hem. Do 
this 
when 
there is a 
decorative detail at the hem 
that you don’t want to lose, or 
if you need a little extra room 
in the hipline. Pin a tuck 
below the waistband, raising 
the skirt the necessary 
amount. Take off the waist­ 
band, remove the zipper, and 
cut off the top of the skirt the 
amount to be shortened. Try 
on the skirt and pin in the 
darts and side seams till the 
skirt fits smoothly. Restitch 
the darts and seams, tapering 
the new stitching into the old 
Remove the old stitching. 
Press seams open, and darts 
toward the center 
Replace 
zipper 
Replace waistband 
Sew on new hooks and eyes if 
necessary

Cartoons by “name” artists 
can be a marvelous mix of the 
familiar and the surprising. 
The style grows endearing and 
— if the cartoonist is good — 
there’s always an element of 
the unexpected to charm and 
delight. 
In a decade of creating car­ 
toons for The New Yorker, 
Edward Koren has become a 
master whose sharp-nosed, 
shaggy creatures — animal, 
vegetable and human — are 
instantly recognizable. Even 
m inus captions, Koren 
critters are expressive. They 
are charming, comfortable, 
warm and fuzzy; strangely 
sophisticated, yet utterly 
naive. They represent the 
earnest, self-consciously 
“tuned-in” urbanites of the 
60s — conforming “nonconfor­ 
mists,” middle-class hippies. 
A woman walking her dog in 
a city park meets a contem­ 
porary whose wild hair and 
costume look carefully and 
d elib erately arran g ed . 
“Dickie,” she greets him, “I 
hardly recognized you! 
You've changed your for­ 
mat.” A young couple, chicly 
disheveled, strolls along the 
beach. She says: “I do think 
your problems are serious, 
Richard. They’re just not very 
interesting.” 
Koren’s perceptions are

sharp, yet affectionate. When 
we laugh at his characters, we 
are laughing at ourselves, and 
at our neighbors as well. 
A nother New Y orker 
favorite is George Booth, 
whose mangy cats and dogs, 
sour-faced people, and bare 
light-bulbed dwellings are less 
appealing and more cynical, 
but just as funny as Koren’s 
creations. “Rehearsals Off” 
is classic Booth — zany, un­ 
predictable commentary on 
the futility, cruelty and 
delights of life. Although the 
humor is caustic, laced with 
misery and despair, there’s 
always a sense of fun. 
While the inhabitants of 
Koren’s world are over-fed, 
over-educated, 
over-dressed 
and cute, the inhabitants of 
Booth’s are drunken bums and 
underfed cats — anything but 
cute. 
Animal lovers may find 
Booth’s cats and dogs a bit 
short on cuddliness and long 
on manginess, but they will 
have to admire the artists’s 
understanding of their in­ 
dependence and unfailing 
dignity. Booth characters — 


animals and humans — never 
give up, even when rehear­ 
sal’s called off. No matter 
what happens, the dogs keep 
scratching, the cats keep roll­ 
ing on their backs, and the 
people keep plugging away at 
life. 
The setting in (Hie Booth 
cartoon: A permanently 
grumpy, soured and defeated 
looking couple in a living 
room overrun with cats and 
old cat food. Wife screams at 
glassy-eyed husband: "Edgar, 
please run down to the shop­ 
ping center right away, and 
get some milk and cat food. 
Don’t get canned tuna, or 
chicken, or liver, or any of 
those awful combinations. 
Stop around and get a sur­ 
prise. The pussies like sur­ 
prises.” 
Making us laugh by at once 
showing us the worst and best 
in ourselves is a cartoonist’s 
special grace. Charles Ad­ 
dams, in his first new collec­ 
tion since 1964, takes us to his 
“Favorite Haunts,” and the 
trip is both charming and 
chilling. It’s a wonderful book, 
guaranteed to produce much

chuckling with its spine- 
tinglingly bizarre drawings. 
Among the gems: A judge 
admonishes a smirking, 
slouching guilty-looking 
criminal who is using the pay 
phone. “When I said you were 
allowed one phone call, I did 
not mean another obscene 
one.” On an ivy-covered 
college campus, a banner 
welcomes the class of '54. 
Beneath it huddles an assort­ 
ment of crooks, alchoholics 
and losers. “1 thought it was 
me,” says one, “but maybe 
the school’s no damn good.” 
The prolific Edward 
Gorey’s latest cartoon book is 
a tiny volume reflecting on 
the joys of bicycling. “The 
Broken Spoke,” which com­ 
bines “two objects of con­ 
suming interest: postcards 
and bicycles,” is typical of 
Gorey’s collections. But his 
talent seems never to run dry, 
and Gorey fans should love 
this one. 
An example of Gorey’s un­ 
usual humor: a drawing of an 
arctic peddler encountering a 
polar bear and captioned, 
“The Crumpet Fanlight Ex- 
■ pedition: Capt. Mousegrave’s 
fatal reconnaissance at Ulna 
Bay.” 
The genius of great car­ 
toonists is that they are able 
to warm us with their cute 
drawings, then knock us over 
with a mix of humor and 
profundity in the captions.
